25 January 1993 - Public Hearing 


Phil Burt, attorney for the petitioners 
Stated that this was originally an alley 

that was vacated some 25 years ago. At the 
time of the vacation the alley was then 
dedicated for utility purposes. He stated 
that currently there are no utilities that 
use the easement, with the exception of GTE. 
He submitted a letter from GTE which stated 
that "GTE North Inc has a recorded easement 
that covers the same city easement that is to 
be vacated; therefore, GTE will not require 
an additional easement." He stated that if 
in the future the property owners wish to 
construct across the easement, they will have 
to work out the problems with GTE. He stated 
that staff has recommended conditional 
approval, contingent upon the relocation of 
these easements. He asked Commission to 
eliminate the words "contingent" and 
"conditional", for the reason that this 
easement will probably not surface for 8

Madison Street between Barr Street and Lafayette Street, 
and the first alley east of Barr Street from Lewis Street 
to Madison Street. 


Lawrence Jung, 1145 So Barr Street, appeared before the Commission. 
Mr. Jung stated that they had filed the petition on behalf of three 
entities: Lutheran Social Services of Indiana, St. Paul's Lutheran 
Church, and the Indiana District of Lutheran Church. He stated 
that he represented the Indiana District of Lutheran Church. He 
stated that they are the three adjacent property owners to the 
street and alley to be vacated. | He stated that they have four 
reasons for their request. He stated the first reason is to 
provide a greater safety and security factor for the people that 
are served by the three entities. He stated they have day and 
evening meetings, where they need to at times close off the area. 
The second reason is the number of day school children at St. 
Paul's Lutheran School, approximately 200 students that have to 
cross Madison Street to get to their cars after school is out. If 
vacated they would just go into the parking area rather than 
crossing Madison Street. The third reason is the number of trucks 
that operate out of the Indiana District building. He stated that 
they operate a resource center for a number of congregations. 
Almost seven hundred congregations throughout the state buy 
materials through their resource center. He stated that they have 
a number of semi-trucks that have to utilize the parking areas and 
if they had more ways of controlling the area it would be helpful. 
The fourth reason is that if vacated, this would give them the 
opportunity to expand their existing buildings, without eliminating 
parking that is needed for the facilities. He stated that they 
have considered the possibility of relocating the Indiana District 
office within the city and even have been asked to consider 
relocation throughout the state. He stated that they felt they had 
a strong history within the city of Fort Wayne and they wanted to 
maintain it, and to maintain a presence downtown. He stated that 
considering the number of churches they do represent, throughout 
the city, it would be helpful to have the district office located 
in the central part of the downtown area. He stated that this 
vacation would provide the opportunity to maintain, the entire 
area, in cooperation with these entities. He stated that these 
entities have worked well in the past in maintaining the property 
and utilizing the parking that is available. He stated that they 
would like to master plan the whole area for parking, so that it 
would be more adequate in the way of lighting and make full use of 
the space, and more importantly not to disturb the appearance of 
what St. Paul's Lutheran Church has from Lafayette Street, because 
it is one of the historical landmarks of the city. 


Mel Smith questioned if Madison Street is vacated how would the 
truck traffic access the property. 


Mr. Jung stated that it would still come from Madison Street, they 
would incorporate a drive into the vacated area. 


Richard Radke, Pastor of St. Paul's Lutheran Church appeared before 
the Commission. Pastor Radke stated that he spoke in favor of the 
vacation. He stated that they do have a commitment to downtown 
Fort Wayne. He stated that St. Paul’s has been in this location 
since its founding in 1837, one hundred and fifty-five years ago 
this year. He stated that they intend to stay. He stated that the 
school has operated since that same time. He stated that, to his 
knowledge it is the oldest continuously operated school in the city 
and the only downtown school in Fort Wayne. He stated that they 
have a real commitment to stay and they feel that the vacation of 
Madison Street will enable them to enhance their program in a 
number of ways. He stated that the overall purpose is to provide 
the tie-in of the entire area. This would include Lutheran Social 
Services, St. Paul’s Lutheran Church and the Indiana District of 
Lutheran Church Office. It would tie-in the entire campus area 
working towards beautification of the area, and they believe, this 
would be a real good commitment to the community of Fort Wayne. 


Monty Miller, 1145 So Barr Street a member of the building 
committee appeared before the Commission. Mr. Miller stated that 
they are one of 35 districts serving over 230 congregations within 
the Indiana and Kentucky district. He stated that the Board of 
Directors gave them a mandate to relocate to Indianapolis or to 
relocate into another area of Fort Wayne, or to be able to expand 
where they are. He stated that if they are granted the vacation 
they will be able to expand where they are and they can make a 
beautiful campus that will represent this entity for the Fort Wayne 
area. 


There was no one else present who spoke in favor of or in 
opposition to the proposed vacation.

Landscape: This street is an axis which terminates into 
the facade of St. Pauls/ and is a notable 
urban feature. Use of Madison could diminish 
this feature if improperly used. Plans for 
use of the street space should be filed before 
approving the vacation. 


Planning Staff Discussion: 


The properties directly served by Madison Street have joined 
together in this petition in order that "services provided by the 
three parties could be better incorporated and provide more safety 
to those that are served." 


Madison Street is located between Jefferson Blvd. and Lewis Street 
and forms a "tee intersection" at Barr Street. Utility Services 
are present along this portion of the roadway, and would require 
either a relocation, or easement grant. 


Public streets are within reasonable distances to both the north 
and south, so that vacation would not appear to seriously hinder 
any access concerns. Further, there is a slight visual obstruction 


for cars traveling east or north bound at the Lafayette Street 
intersection. Staff discussed this concern with the Traffic 
Engineering Department, and while they agreed that there was a 
slight vision problem for motorists, it was not severe enough to 
warrant barricading the street. They did not, however, indicate 
that they would be opposed to barricades if the petitioner so 
desired. 


Staff does not feel that this portion of Madison Street is needed 
for continued growth. Access concerns are primarily directed 
towards those services who are the petitioners, and alternative 
through streets are within reasonable distances. We would however 
encourage the petitioners to review their proposed development 
plans, and if they elect to physically barricade the Lafayette 
Street intersection, would suggest incorporating both a permanent 
curb and landscape buffering. 


Recommendation: Conditional Approval contingent upon the 
petitioners providing for utility easements or relocations as 
needed, and for the following reasons: 

1) Approval will not hinder further growth of the City. 


2) Approval will not limit anyones access to public ways or 
places, and may in fact encourage safer access. 


3) Land values will not be negatively impacted by vacation.
